"The crimes hav e not re­ 
du ced,’’ said Chief Walter Head­ 
ley in ex plaining Wednesday 
why he reached his decision. 
Headley said in an interv iew' 
crime was on the u pswing, 
showing statistics for Nov ember 
listing 240 robberies compared 
to 97 in the same month a y ear 
ago. Fifty -eight robberies and 
three mu rders were cou nted 
ov er Christmas weekend with 
whites inv olv ed as perpetrators 
in only three, Headley said. 
"We hav e accepted the fact 
that commu nity relations pro­ 
grams are not affecting crimi­ 
nal activ ity of the hard core 
criminal element,” he said, add­ 
ing that he was confident the 
show of force by shotgu n-car­ 
ry ing patrolmen in Negro areas 
will not damage ov er-all hu man 
relations efforts. 
The chairman of the hotel 
commu nity relations g r ou p , 
Harry P. Cain, former U.S. 
senator frdm the state of Wash­ 
ington said, "The commu nity 
relations board is not in the 
crime prev ention Bu siness. I 
can only say ou r basic fu nction 
is to do the best we can to re 
du ce tensions in the area of 
race relations in the commu ni­ 
ty , something far different than 
crime prev ention.” 
Dade Cou nty Sheriff E. Wilson 
Pu rdy , who said recently his 
men had gained the confidence 
of Negro leaders and eased race 
tension, has a continu ing pro­ 
gram of commu nity relations 
with Negroes within his depart­ 
ment. 
His 1,000 depu ties are drilled 
in su ch techniq u es as “av oiding 
trigger words that speak of ra 
cial or national preju dice,’’ Pu r 
dy ex plained. He has said they 
are cou rteou s to the point that 
whites 
sometimes 
complain 
Negroes receiv e fav ored treat­ 
ment. 
Headley said he will not stand 
in the way of other commu nity 
relations programs. "We intend 
to continu e ou r get- tou gh policy 
to cu t down on crime while hop­ 
ing the commu nity relations 
programs may help with long 
range solu tions.”

City Cou ncil’s inability to mu ster su fficient 
v otes to pass the income tax increase ov er 
May or Dean Cranmer's v eto doesn’t necessar­ 
ily close the door on Cou ncil’s fu rther attempts 
to find needed operating rev enu e for the mu ­ 
nicipality . 
Whatev er is done, howev er, will be u p to 
the new Cou ncil taking office after Jan. 1 when 
the legislativ e branch will be composed of fou r 
Repu blicans and three Democrats and a Dem­ 
ocratic cou ncil president. 
Two Repu blicans, Joy oe Wi'son and Floy d 
Crawford, beaten in the recent election, team­ 
ed with Democrat Harold Astry Tu esday night 
to ru in Cou ncil’s plan to ov erride May or Cran­ 
mer's Dec 22 v eto of the ordinance which 
wou ld hav e increased the income tax rate 
from one-half to a fu ll one per cent. 
The may or, althou gh well aware of the city ’s 
financial needs, v etoed the tax bill to keep 
campaign promises, bu t the may or may well 
hav e crawled ou t on the prov erbial limb and 
to his own inconv enience. His serv ice de­ 


partment is “in the red” and a fu ll accou nt­ 
ing is y et to come. 
The cost of local gov ernment has climbed 
steadily , cau ght in the inflationary spiral, and 
ou r cou ncilmen were cognizant of this fact 
when they first proposed the one per cent rate. 
It has been at one-half of one per cent since 
first enacted in 1960. Oddly enou gh, the may or 
v etoed the original legislation bu t he has been 
most happy to hav e had u se of the ex tra 
fu nds in the su bseq u ent y ears and taking cred­ 
it pu blicly for improv ement financed, in part, 
by tax rev enu e. 
This newspaper recently traced the long list 
of capital improv ements that had been made 
possible in Salem becau se of the additional 
money that had been prov ided by the income 
tax . Significant progress has been made bu t 
fu rther adv ancement has been jeopardized by 
May or Cranmer’s v eto of the new tax pro­ 
posal and its su bseq u ent defeat. 
We commend Cou ncil for its straight-forward 
action in the face of political opposition. 


Hubert Is on the Way 


It is hard to calcu late what the impact of 
Vice President Hu bert Hu mphrey is going to be 
du ring his forthcoming tou r of Africa. For the 
sake of the cou ntries he will v isit — Iv ory 
Coast, Liberia, Ghana, the Congo, Ethiopia, So­ 
malia, Keny a and Tu nisia — the v ice presi­ 
dent’s cou ntry men are h'ping for the best. 
These are among ou r gloriou s allies in the 
United Nations. 
'Hie United States has a liv ely interest in 
each of them. In Liberia, where Mr. Hu mphrey 
will attend inau gu ration ceremonies for William 
V. S. Tu bman as president of that repu blic, the 
interest is as liv ely as natu ral ru bber ozzing 
from ru bber trees. 
In the Congo, it is as liv ely as half a billion 
dollars. 
Cy nics, it is said, refer to Liberia as the 5Jst 
American state and Ethiopia as the 52nd. With 
a slight ex tension of imaginativ e logic, cy nics 
cou ld ru n the cou nt to 60, by inclu ding as poten­ 
tial states su ch potential conv erts as Sierra Le­ 
one, Rwanda, Lesotho, Malawi, Gabon, Gambia 
a nd Dahomey . 
Dahomey is a stu dy in specu lativ e statehood 
all by itself. It had a cou pe d’etat ov er the 
weekend, and no one took any notice, not ev en 
Its allies in the United Nations, where Dahom­ 


ey ’s less than two. million inhabitants, most of 
them primitiv es who nev er heard of the United 
States or the United Nations, are represented 
as being the eq u al, nation-wise, of Britian, Ja­ 
pan, France and Italy bu t somehow inferior to 
the v ast Chinese People’s Repu blic. 
Vice President Hu mphrey will not v isit Da­ 
homey on his African tou r. He will not v isit 
Nigeria, Angola, Mozambiq u e, Rhodesia, or the 
Sou th African Repu blic, either. They are off his 
presidency . 
His mission is to cement friendships in a part 
of the world where the United States thinks it is 
thwarting Commu nism with signal su ccess. 
His fellow Americans can only pray there 
may be no repetition of a v isit to Asia in 1961 
by Mr. Hu mphrey ’s predecessor in the v ice 
preidency . 
Ly ndon B. Johnson went to a place called 
Sou th Vietnam, and when he came home he re­ 
commended that the United States go ail ou t to 
thwart Commu nism there—a project that has 
escalated and escalated and escalated u ntil 
now, nearly sev en y ears later, it has tu rned 
into Ly ndon B. Johnson’s chief concern. 
In a most ironic twist of ev ents, Commu nists 
may hav e thwarted him, instead. 


Bad News From the Other War 


“The other war" is a phrase heard in Wash­ 
ington and Saigon to apply to refu gees and 
escapees. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy . D-Mass., who has 
chaired hearings of a Senate Ju diciary su bcom­ 
mittee on the civ ilian front of the Vietnam War, 
ha s pu t the nu mber of refu gees “taken ou t of 
their v illages and pu t u nder the control of the 
central gov ernment” at two million.

Before 1965 there were 
no large nu mbers of U.S. combat troops, no 
bombing, no big problem with bars, brothels, 
and the destru ction of family life. Inflation 
wasn't u nbearable, and there were no large 
wasn’t u nbearable, and there were no large 
search and destroy missions, creating refu ­ 
gees.”

WASHINGON — It will became apparent 
q u ite swiftly why this is the season to relate one 
of the stories the late John Kennedy lov ed to 
tell especially in the weeks shortly after he re- 
tu md from his first su mmit 
conference in Vienna. 
As Jack Kennedy reported 
the incident, he had ju st got­ 
ten into a heated discu ssion 
ov er some point with the So­ 
v iet’s erstwhile premier when 
Nikita Khru shchev snapped: 
“You pay too mu ih atten­ 
tion in America to y ou r trade 
u nions. You hav e a labor 
p r obl e m in America. We 
solv ed ou r labor prob’em in the Sov iet Union 
back in 1921, a cou ple y ears after we can to 
power.” 
"Well,” q u eried Mr. Kennedy , “how did y ou 
solv e it?” 
“We shot all the labor leaders,” Khru shchev 
retorted. 
Jack Kennedy , with his characteristic grin, 
relay ed the ex change to Gecrge Meany who has 
related it freq u ently in the y ears since. 
The anecdote came to mind the other day 
when word came that one of Meany ’s closest 
friends and allies inside labor wou ld retire from 
the presidency of a large and influ ential u nion, 
the AFL-CIO Retail Clerks International Assn. 
(RCIA). The “retiree” is Jim Su ffridge, friend 
and freq u ent env oy cf President Johnson, inti­ 
mate of Hu bert Hu mphrey and one of the few 
nominal Repu blicans in labor’s high command. 
Bu t ou r “capitalist” sy stem does better by la­ 
bor leaders than retiring them with deadly per­ 
manence. 
* 
Su ffridge, now 58, will retire cn an annu al 
pension of some $50,000. Of this, $30,000 is the 
RCIA’s regu lar ^ p r e s i d e n t i a l pension. In 
addition, the last national conv ention confirmed 
an additional annu al bonu s of $20,000 for life. 
Thu s the chap, who many believ ed wou ld su c­ 
ceed his friend. George Meany , is certain he 
will not need in ou r creaking society . 


BUT IN THIS SEASON of u niv ersal fraternity 
and good will to men, as Su ffridge mov es to­ 
wards becoming the Retail Clerk’s International 
President Emeritu s, other instances of generos­ 
ity spring to mind. The case of another long­ 
time colleagu e of Su ffridge’s, a v enerable labor 
leader by name of George Harrison, also shows 
that American labor shou ld hav e no gripe 
against this society of corporate conglomerates, 
as some labor research chiefs lov e to call it.

25 YEARS AGO — Clev eland’s first shipment 
of horsemeat for hu man consu mption, some 
22,000 pou nds, arriv ed by refrigerator car to­ 
day from Kansas City . . 
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When Harrison, easily one of labor’s three 
most influ ential policy makers, decided to re­ 
tire, he was president o f the Brotherhood 
o f 
Railway Clerks. In gratitu de for his serv ices, 
one of the Brotherhood’s national conv entions 
made him Chief Ex ecu tiv e Officer instead of 
merely President Emeritu s. 
The new post, as is befitting, brou ght him 
$60,000 a y ear. An annu ity giv ing him $30.000 
annu ally for life was set u p. Thu s the retire­ 
ment su m comes to $90,000 annu ally . Khru sh­ 
chev himself hasn’t done that well in retire­ 
ment. 
Of cou rse there are labor retirees (inclu ding 
some who were not so anx iou s to go) not q u ite 
as prestigiou s. Bu t they do well. The still cheru - 
bic-looking Dav e Beck, now happily married,, is 
entitled to almost $1,000 weekly . 
If Jim Hoffa picks u p his cption despite his 
v ile du rance, he can get $2,000 a week for life. 
Meanwhile, he is entitled to his $100,000 a y ear 
salary and ex penses. 
Not all those who hav e left the spotlight or 
are abou t to q u it front-stage are doing so well. 
T h e r e is silv er-haired, pipe-smoking Dav e 
McDonald, who once was president of the Unit­ 
ed Steelworkers. Officially he’s now redu ced to 
$500 a week for life from his u nion bu t seems to 
be bearing u p well at his hardship location in 
Palm Springs. 


AND THERE IS ANOTHER whom labor lead­ 
ers now discu ss with more compassion and less 
heat than in the past. He is James Carey , his 
hair whiter now than his old cu rly black locks. 
Jim Carey now is raising fu nds for the United 
Nations Assn. He’s rarely seen by his old 
friends. 
Bu t he is comfortable, what with 
$12,500 annu ally from the International Union of 
Electrical Workers which he once headed. 
Jim gets a little, too, from the Indu strial Un­ 
ion Dept, which is a holdov er from the old CIO 
day s when it pu t aside a gov ernment sav ings 
bond each week f r its officers. This shou ld 
bring Jim abou t $50 weekly in addition tq , his 
other small income and ev entu al pension. 
And so it goes with the ex es and emeriti at 
Christmas time. Old King Coal, white-haired 
8 6-y ear-old John Lewis can draw his $1,000 
weekly . Jimmy Caesar Petrillo, 75 now, is en­ 
cou raged by the American Federation of Mu si­ 
cians leader, Herman Kenin, to be activ e and 
trav els abou t as the federation’s Civ il Rights di- 
redtor at a $20,000 annu al salary . 
And when George Meany retires—and that’s a 
long way off—his pension will be somewhere in 
the compromise range of $45,000 annu ally . 
So a q u estion arises: Which is the workers’ 
paradise—the U.S. or the U.S.S.R.? 


DAVI D LAWRENCE 
Reckoning 
Ahead 


A y ear cf reckoning is the ou tlook for 1968. 
The American people don't know all the facts. 
When they do, they will insist that the finances 
of their gov ernment be pu t in order. Otherwise, 
dev alu ation of the dollar in terms of gold will 
be inev itable. 
The tru th is that in the cu rrent fiscal y ear the 
U.S. gov ernment will hav e spent by Ju ne 30 
$180 billion in cash. This represents a steady in­ 
crease since 1961— A total rise cf more than 80 
per cent. 
As popu lation grows, it is natu ral that ex ­ 
penses of gov ernment will go u p, too. Bu t what 
is relev ant is that the gov ernment is su bsisting 
on borrowed money . 
It is easy enou gh to blame the Vietnam War. 
Yet the cu rrent bu dget shows that while there 
has been a rise of 30 billion in military ex pendi­ 
tu res ov er the last sev en y ears, the cash ou tlay 
for nonmilitary projects — social welfare — ha< 
mov ed u p by $51 billion. 
Not only has spending by the federal gov ern­ 
ment increased, bu t the ccst of state and local 
gov ernments has risen by more than $30 billion. 
This means that gov ernment ex penditu res at 
all lev els now amou nt to abou t $250 billion a 
y ear. The big q u estion is how long tn» s can be 
carried on largely with borrowed nrney and 
u nbalanced bu dgets. 
Sooner or later, pu blic confidence breaks 
down. Eu ropean financiers today see weakness­ 
es in the dollar as a resu lt of both a deficit in 
what is called the “balance of pay ments” in 
import and ex pirt trade and in the hu ge ex cess 
of ex penditu res ov er receipts in domestic gov 
ernmental operations. 
Federal rev enu es hav e grown from $97 billion 
in 1961 to more than $158 billion. Bu t this has 
not been enou gh to balance bu dgets. 
There hav e been only sev en balanced cash 
bu dgets in 38 y ears. 
Other cou ntries are su ffering from the same 
kind of financial instability , and that is why 
there is worry ov er the fu tu re of the dollar. If 
the dollar cannot stand the strain, other cu rren­ 
cies, too, will be adv ersely affected. 
The remedy dcesn’t lie simply in an Increase 
in tax es — thou gh this wou ld help. The problem 
is more closely related to the task of economiz­ 
ing so priority will be giv en to necessities. 
Commendable as are some of the projects 
being u ndertaken, many can be deferred, be­ 
cau se it is not absolu tely imperativ e to carry 
them ou t at this time. 
Gov ernmental agencies are u nder tremendou s 
pressu re to spend money for “social welfare.” 
It is politically more difficu lt to> reject su ch de­ 
mands than it is to grant them. 
Politicians realize that v otes are to be ob­ 
tained by a flow of benefits to their constitu ­ 
ents. Someday , howev er, there has to be an ac­ 
cou nting and a priority sy stem established. This 
is one of the hardest things for the federal gov ­ 
ernment as well as state gov ernments to ac­ 
complish. 
Will the crisis come in 1968? Will the dollar 
hav e to be dev alu ed then? 
Disinterested analy sts abroad are say ing that 
the dollar has a fu ndamental strength which 
can be maintained for a long while. The dan­ 
ger, cn the other hand, is that the monetary u n­ 
its in other cou ntries will begin to weaken, and 
this wou ld in tu rn hav e a corresponding impact 
on the dollar. 
Under the circu mstances, especially with an 
election campaign coming u p, there will be in 
1968 a demand that the gov ernment economize 
Bu t the chances of doing so will be slim u ntil 
after the Nov ember election. 
If the United States can av oid a break in its 
dollar strength between now and Nov ember, a 
realistic reconstru ction of the bu dget is going to 
be necessary . It remains to be seen whether 
there will arise in both political parlies enou gh 
members of Congress with the cou rage to insist 
that federal ex penditu res be held dowrt su bstan­ 
tially u ntil the financial bu rden of the Vietnam 
War is remov ed. 
Nobody inside or ou tside of the gov ernment 
can gu ess what the pressu res will be as the re­ 
su lt of the weakening c( cu rrencies in other 
parts of the world and as a conseq u ence of the 
growing effects of inflation at home. 
Wages and prices are being steadily raised 
withou t any restraints imposed by law. 
The ou tlook is for some decisiv e steps to be 
taken in 1968.
